imported sulyect to the fdlowing conditioiis. namely:- 

(1) nooessary clearances are obtained fiom the Diiectm 
Oeneral of Civil Aviatimi and Uie Intemational Airports 
Authority of India and conditions, if any, imposed by 
diese two authorities shall be strictly complied with; 

(2) the explosives conforming otily to Division 1.4 of the 
classification given in section 3 of the International Air 
Transport Association Dangerous Goods Regulations, 
1996 diall be impoited; 

(3) dre relevant provisions rriating to the possessitm, 
transport, use and import of explosives, as contained in 
the said rules, except sub'nile(2) of rule 31, shall be 
stricdy complied widi;
